On Saturday evening last, the Secretai-y • 
for the Gold-fields, while speaking.on. the. 
commonage subject, twitted us 'with'.Tjav-. 
ing, in the leader of last week, quoted the 
Waste Lands Act of 1872 as Scripture .is. 
sometimes quoted, — that is, \ve suppose, as 
a certain individual, nameless here, is said 
to have quoted it, in a distorted inantier, 
and one to suit our own preconceived opi- 
nions. We were further informed that 
the Government wer-e too anxious to 
fiwjilitate settlement in any district to ne- 
glect any lawful niean.s of obtaining land . 
for the purpose, and that, in confining 
their efforts to negoci.ations with tlie pas- 
toral tenant.s, .{we ranst not call .them . 
squatters any move,) they were only, .fob 
lowing the advice given by several law'.yeis 
of the iiighest repute. We also..' Heard 
wir.li soiijewhat amazed feelings, that iionp 
of the ruhliolders object to bom, fide miners 
feeding a horse and two or three head o|' 
cattle, without the necessity of'th.e^.Gb-, 
vernment interference at all. Ami, in . 
conclusion, we were told sufficiemt to, make 
us infer, that beyond the 7000 acres once , 
offered by Messrs LoTighnan, — and’ it is 
very doubtful whether the ofi’er still holds 
good, — ^tliere is not' the slightest chance of 
a commonage being at present gihuted to ; 
ns. These were tlie iJiincipal points iu 
Mr Bastings’ short sjieecli on the commoii- 
age question, and to these we .shall as much 
as possible confine our remarks. . . . 

In tlie first place, we have simjily to as- ■ 
sert that the quotations made by us from 
the Act are literally correct, and that, to 
the very best of our knowledge, no clause 
or portion of a clause can be found in the 
Act which goes even to modify, let alone 
dostroyi'.tho meaning attached liy ns to the 
clauses ns quoted. Clauses 73 and 76,. 
which are the most important for us, refei 
entirely to land upon gold-fields, and to 
land nowhere else. If Mr Bastings really 
thought and know that we had misquoted 
the Act, it would liave been the simplest 
tiling in the world to \\ava proved that 
such was tlie case, by a plain reference to 
the Act itself ; and almost any person in 
Cromwell would have found a copy for 
him. 

Then, with reference to the opinions of 
the lawyers in the matter. We do not 
doubt Mr Bastings’ word, that they ad- 
vised the Government to settle the matter 
with the ninliolders by means of negocia- 
tious, or friendly bargains ; and we ap- 
prove of the advice given. It is always 
desirable to settle these matters by friendly 
means, if a friendly way is open. But if 
not, if the runliolder says he does not wish 
to part with his land, and will not, are we 
to understand that the lawyers say the 
Government can do nothing 1 In that 
case, we demand, and we think with reason, 
to have the written opinion of the various' 
lawyers on the meaning or use of clause 
76. Why should the Governor have dis- 
cretionary power to c.ancel a depasturing 
lease at all ? and why should provision be 
made for discoveiiiig and paying compen- 
sation to the pastoral tenants in the event 
ofsneh canrellatinn 1 Lawyei'^^ are not in- 
fallible in tlieir interpretation of tlie law, 
and it is possible that they might misin- 
terpret the meaning of this particular 
portion of it. On the occasion when 
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that two aolicitoi'S -whom he had consulted 
hud "grave doubts" only as to whether the 
Government had power to take the land 
compulsorily.-' On, this occasion, we find 
that Mr.BASTiNOs' lawyer have “pro- 
gressed" into a decided opinion tliat the 
Government has no power, Tlie law is 
the samh now as it was twelve months 
ago, and the very fact that it has taken the 
lawyers all that time to make up their 
minds is a sufficient proof to us that their 
opinions are mot dltogether to be taken on 
trust. 'We know what their dictum is — 
now we want their reasons. We have 
already stated our opinion, — and, we ven- 
ture to .say, the opinion of ninety-nine men 
out of a hundred. — and till the reasons for 
departing from it are published, we shall 
content ourselves with simply reaffirming 
our belief in it, namely, that the Govern- 
luent have no real difficulty in proolairalng 
acomnjonage if they have the will to do so. 

We said we were amazed to hear tliat 
ninholdcrs had co objection to allow bona 
Jide miners to run a horse and two or three 
head of cattle upon their stations. The 
news is too good to be true. It is .one of 
those pleasant fictions indulged in by run- 
holders to qtiieten the scruples of a too- 
confiding Government when the hardships 
of impounding raids are brought forcibly 
-under their notice. It is like the privi- 
leges which a miner, by virtue of his 
-ininer's right, is supposed to possess — a de 
lusion and a snare. We should be amazed 
at our own folly if we condescended to fur- 
ther speak upon this point in the mean- 
time. Miners have -often been described 
as easily "led, but we hardly think they 
will be misled by such an undisguised sop 
as this. ' 

And' now, ns to the 7000 acres offered 
by the Messrs Goughnan, on certain con 
ditions. -As Mr Bastings well knows, 
a block of this extent, and of the quality, 
would be totally inadequate to meet tbe 
wants of this district. The very mention 
of the TOGO acres makes us think that the 
matter has not received that amount of at- 
tention at the hands of the Govemuieiit to 
which it was entitled. To all practical in- 
tents and purposes we have got the 7000 
acres -already. 

In the coui-se of some remarks upon the 
.Miime subject, Mr Tuiinbull said he would 
be very glad indeed if the Anjw would 
point out the -method which ahoidd be 
adopfied to obtain the cancellation of a run- 
holder's' lease. Verv well; wo shall do 
so, Hlid briefly; Let Mr TupsEULt's. Ijxe- 
cHtiv&'re’ddinmend tbe Governor to -cancel 
the leiiSe oi- leases over as much of tbe

neigh iKiiiring run or runs as the sum of

acres. " The Governor having done this, 
let the Superintendent reserve the twelve 
thousand acresi for commonage purposes 
till the' Pi"ovincial Council mee.t. We con- 
fidently' reckon upon the reserve being 
then riiade perinauently. 



Mu TuRNBULTi, in promising to furnish for 
publication tbe opinion of the lawyers on 
the commonage question, said if it was de 
sired, the opinion of the Attorney-General, 
the highest law authority in the Colony, 
could be obtained. The intention of the 
Act is plain onoiygh, and if its legal mea.U>- 
ing is different from its intention, havd -wB 
not to blame greatly the very same At- 
torneyrGeneral. What confidence can we 
have, therefore, in his exposition of the law 
now I Ought he not to have corrected the 
errors in it, if there are errors, before it 
passed into law, Hear what the Guardian 
says on a similar subject : — 

“ It is certainly strange that, while we have, 
unlike our neighbours in Australia, a non 
political Attornev-Oeneral, we have perhaps the 
•worst-dratted body of Acts in the empire. 
Hardly an Act one can open bnt it is disfigured 
by some silly hiatus or contradiction, Cnrinus, 
■we say, but at the same time very uns.atisfae- 
tory. We have often said already, and it will 
do no harm to repeat, we are quite hopeless of 
seeing any change in this serious matter until a 
special body of draftsmen be provided to take 
charge of these things. We repeat that when 
we have long ago admitted, umler the pressure 
of experience, that a nopiilar assembly is unfit for 
,the direct business of administration, wo have no 
right to assume that it is more fit for the direct 
■work of legislation.' On the contrary, it is most 
«ertainly-l4ss adapted to the latte work than to 
the fomttfi'. Until th'us is pract!c.r!ly acknnw- 
lerlged and Acted on by appointing experts to' 
this work of drafting, the evil will go on ac- 
cumulating, and the proper name for onr Statute- 
book Avill be — mess. ”

Prom a private telegram received here 
yestcrd.ay, from Dunedin, we learn that the sub 
marine boat (Nuttall’s patent) was most success- 
fully launched yesterdisy forenoon in the presence 
of his Honor the Superintendent and more than 
one thousand spectators. Many will he glad to 
hear that the Molyneux is to have another trial 
in the dredging way. 

At the last meeting of the Cromwell 
Miners' Association, the Secretary, Mr Colclough, 
informed the meeting that an agreement had 
been entered into between the hanks on the sub- 
ject of the reduction in the price of gold. The 
agreement, Mr Cotclongh said, nn the host 
authority, involved .a penalty on the bank which 
first broke through its condition of a thousand 
pounds. 

We are informed by a gentleman in this 
town, who is well acquainted with the district, 
that the prospects of the Nevis never looked 
better than they do at present. He in- 
stances one claim which is worked by four men.

’THE VISIT OF THE PRO VIHCIAT, AHD 
GOLD-FIELDS SSCEErAPJSS. 
• 

i Tlie Provincial Secretary (Mr Turnbull), 
necompanied by Mr Bastings (Secretary for 
t.be Gold-fields), arrived in Cromweil on 
Saturday atternoon, about one o’clock. Tliey 
were received and welcomed to the town by 
the Mayor (Mr Dawkins), and one or two 
other gonllemen, Not having been exuected 
before the evening, of course no public re- 
cognition of their arrival was made. After 
an hour’s stoppage for rest ami refre.slimcnt, 
Messrs Tunibiill and Bastiiius, accomn.anied 
by the District Engineer (JTr Fergus), and 
Messrs Dawkins and MacKcllar, rode out to 
the Carrick, for the purpose of making a fly- 
ing inspection of that district. The visit was 
more particularly for the benefit of Mr Tuni- 
Imll, as he is a stranger to the workings in the 
interior of the Province, at least when com- 
jiared with his colleague, the Secretary for the 
Gold-fields. The workings on Doctor’s Flat 
•and Pipeclay Gully were casually observed 
and pointed out as they rode past, and the 
■varion.s quarts claims between Quartaville and 
Garrickton. Leaving their horses atOarriok- 
Ann, the visitors inspected the EUzaheth and 
Star-and-Oak machines. 'They then had a 
look ever the Elizabeth, the Oak, and the 
Ht.ar claims. Tlie workings of tlie latter they 
ventured to go through. Much pleasant sur- 
prise was exprossad by Mr Turnbull at the 
magnitude of the operations carded on by 
the various companies. While travelling up 
the hill and round the claims, Mi- Ba-stings 
expressed his regret that the vote of £400 for 
■the Cai-rick Range road had been nearly all 
•expended, as the roads were capable of still 
greater improvement, but at the samo time 
promised, on behalf of the Government, that 
if the c\impames interested on the hill would 
subscribe a sum for any further works o:i the: 
roads their expenditure would be snhsi- ; 
xlised to the extent of £2 for £1. Ho also 
Said tlmt tliey would be able to com maud the 
assistance of Mr Fergus, the District Engi- 
neer, in the proper expenditure of tlie same, 
hud furtlier recommended that the offer 
should be taken advantage of before the a;l- 
yent of winter. Messrs Turnbull and B;is- 
tings also expressed themselves much pleased 
with the ap’peariinco of the Kawarau Bridge, 
and had no doubt it would do its .shave in coii- 
trihntingtothe adv.r.iocment of the district. 

Shortly a'ter their rsturii to Cromwell, 
Messrs Turnbull anl Hastings, in company 
with tlie Mayor and' Coiinciilors, pro-cesdod 
to the Toim-liall, where a largo numbev of 
the oiti'-soii.s were in waitiiig, for tlie iinvoose 
of heavlno the w.viits and requlremuntsof the 
district discussed. 

THE royrzr.uxss. 

Ilis 'Wn-.'.shiii the M.-iyor jn-esidod ; and 
after having introduced the visitors to the 
meeting, liriefl.y explained that the Comici! 
bad adopted the usual Cromwell citiiom of 
publicly meeting the members of the Go- 
vernment, in order to give an opportunity of 
bringing the more iwessiug waiit-s of the dis- 
trict under their notice. The first matter 
which he, on behalf of the Council, would 
lueni.ion, v/as the c.st.rblishincut of a District 
Court. Cr. Wright supported the rerniost. 

Mr B.istings aaid the matter bad been 
brought before his Honor the Superiuteiideut. 



and himself in February last, and that the 
matter had since then been brought under 
the notice of the Genoral Government. 

Mr Turnbull said that, under the circum- 
stances, seeing that there was a good cuurt- 
lionse, and that the Judge travelled through 
on his road to Queenstown, and since, doubt- 
less, there was a good deal of the District 
Court business which came from tlie Cromwell 
district, the request svas a very reasonable 
one, and one that he would undertake to 
agiiin bring before the General Government, 
with svhom the arrangement of the business 
entirely lay. 

The District Land Board question was then 
referred to. Mr Bastings was at first in- 
clined to reject the proposal to establish a 
local Board, but altered his mind wjien it 
was explained to him by Mr MacKellar that 
the request really meant to give the present 
District Board of Enquiry power to sit at 
Cromwell on all cases which came from or 
affected that district. Mr Culolough gave 
scver.al instances -where the necessity of tra- 
velling to Clyde formed a serious item of ex- 
pense, and might have proved an obstacle to 
proper justice being done. Mr Turn’oull 
expressed an opinion in favour of the request 
being granted. Sir Bastings said ho would 
represent the matter favourably to the Waste 
Lands Board, and he had no doubt of tlie 
result. 

TIio establishment of an hospital, either as 
a side or a umiii hospital, was then discussed. 
The Mayor explained that several persons 
witirin tlic last few years had died after being 
taken to the Dunstan Hospital, under ciroum 
stances which lad many to thinic that their 
deaths liad been considerably hastened by the 
journey batwecii Cromwell and Clyde. If 
either a main or a side lui.spUal had existed 
in Cromwell such a suspicion could not have 
arisen. Mr Turnbull said it was entirely a 
question for the Provincial Council to deal 
vvitli. . . ' 

The next matt.er brought forward •ams what 
is commonly kno-ivn as the Block IX. quns- 
tion. The Mayor explained the pvOtion which 
had 'ooeii taken by the Council, and asked 
whether the proposal to narrow the street to 
a uniforr.-i width of frity seven feet would be 
legalised by the Government. Mr Cololovigh 
produced the town map, and further ex- 
plained the bu-siness. Mr Bastings said it 
was entirely a matter for the Corporation to 
deal with ; if they wished to remove the 
people who had taken possession of part of 
t!is street, they certainty h.ad the power to 
do so, altlicugh if tlie residents in Melmore- 
torrace were .ill agroeahle, they also had the 
power, ho thought, to alloiv the oncroaihiug 
buildings to remain. His nphiiou was that 
any one who owned land on the nort’n side of 
Melmore-streot could,- with good reason, ob- 
ject to part of the street on the south side 
being squ-itted upon. Ors. Grant and Shttdy 
supported the p'coposal to narro-w the street 
to the width of fifty-seven feet, and' Cr. 
Grant said a memoriai was lying on the table 
in support of it. Cr. Jolly said it was nume- 
rously signed, and that few objectioiisiJiad 
been nuide to a compliance with the request 
oontaiued in it ; but the reason for this was 
1 that these who had ohjoclions thought the 
thing would never be carried out, or sanc- 
tioned by' the Government, and so had given 
themselves very little trouble abnut.it. Mr 
Bastings said the recreation reserve, called 
block IX., w'ould bo vested in tiie Corporation 
I when the Crown grant for it was procured, 
but the Corporation and the townspeople 
would require to settle the street question 
themselves. 

The “ sand” allotments formed the next 
subject of discnssioii. It was understood 
that the District Engineer would exivmine 
and report upon the land spoken of, and that, 
if tiion tlie Corporation would distinctly say 
what they were prepared to do in the matter, 
the Govoriiment would deal with the ques- 
tion. Messrs Turnhull and Bastings would 
advise that the land should be .given to the 
Corporation to the extent of (say) five or 
six acres if tlie Corpoi-ation would reclaim it. 

The Mayor then called attention to the 
fact that although the wliohc tow’n was now 
survoyod into seotioius, no additional sections 
had boon set apart as an endowment for 
Municipal purposes, besides what bail been 
dona during the p.'.rtial survey of 1S155. Mr 
Tu-L'nb.di thought it was only right and pro- 
per that a sufficient mnnbor of sections should 
he so set apart, and rccoinmonded tho Coun- 
cil to name tho sections which they would 
approve of. He would then see that they 
were toiiqinr.arily reserved till the next nioet- 
ing of the IToviiicial Council. 

The matter of additional salary to the 
postni.aster was then spoken of ; but this, it 
was explained, was entirely a General Go- 
vermne-nt aiiair. 

The Mayor then asked if there was any 
jirobability of the Government assisting the 
Corporation in enclosing the recreation rc- 
S'.'rvc of sixty acres. Mr Bastings said there 
was not the romoto.st clianco of tlic Oovcrii- 
mant so doing. 

Tlic commonage q’mst'on vv.ns then brought 
up. Ell- Hiistiiigs B.iid the m.-ittcr liad been 
fu’ly discussed ah >ut t-.-.’olvo luoutbs ago 
when his Honor and himself made a tour 
throng!! tlie Province. It was a (|ue3iioii in 
winch they took tlic gvo.atcst iiitorost, as 
could bo sc'.'ii from the fact that they had ]iut 
£21)30 upon tho .HsLimatos for tlic ]mrpt!.sa of 
providing one. Immediately upon their re- 
turn to town on that occasion, they had 
op.encd up negotiations witli the iioigiibour- 
iug runholders, but wore not able to do ,niy- 
Ibing oxceyit to gut tho offer of TOOOiicvos 
from Messrs lauiglnian, — an offer which was 
made hutnvn to tho people before, but wjiicli 
was .apparently little valued. This was iiiuui 
condition of erecting a fence. The local 
luper (Uie Arpits) had devoted sonie time to 
the matter, and had <]notcd peytions of llio 



law bearing on tho subject, but the AniHS 
had quoted tho law in the same wav as the 
Scripture was soiiietimo.s quoted. The Go- 
vernment could not deciaro the cominonaL'O 
as was said, or they would only be too glad 
to do it. They were fortified in this opinion 
by the advice of several lawyers in Dunedin, 
who all said it could not he done except by 
jirivatc treaty with tho pastoral tenants. 
Fre.sh negociations were opened up from time 
to time, and now the pastoi'al tenants took 
up the position that they would not part 
with any land at all for the purpose s])okcii 
of. At the same time, ho was assured that 
no objection was, or would he, made to bona 
fide miners running a horse and two or three 
head of cattle. It ■was butchers and small 
squatters who were objected to, and who 
kept tlie commonage from being granted. 
This question of runs and runhoiders, how- 
ever, w.as getting a serious one, and it was 
worthy of consideration wliethcr some new 
terms could not bo proposed wiicn the pre- 
sent leases fell in. Ho did not think the 
evil would be entirely got over till then. At 
any rate, the Government would have to 
adopt the advice which was gi'’on them by 
the mo.st cxiicrionced lawyers on this ques- 
tion. If, however, a larger expenditure than 
£2000 would secure a coinnionago, he did not 
think tlio Council wnnld object to vote it 
next 08.s3ion. The Govonmient would bo 
preiiarod to recommend it. 

Elr Ci>Ichnigh(who spoke as one of a depu- 
tation from the Eliiiers’ Association) said a 
question had even arisen lately in t’lo War- 
den’s Court wliethor it wns lawful to grant 
certain areas und'Cr tho mining regulations 
without tile squatter’s pormi.saion, or as 
against his wishes. One case, in pavtienbar, 
had cropped up Litcly, in wlilcli tho \’i’ard-ni 
had refused to grant certain residence areas 
! :vt Quartz Reef point, in cons-equenoc of so-r.ie 
doubts as to his power in the matter. Tbs 
Warden kept postponing the cases from iiiiio 
to time, instead of settling tho matter one 
w.ay or tlic other. The Mayo;- hero explained 
that it was on another ground that tlie War- 
den refused to grant the applications,— that 
it was in order to prevent an abuse of tlie 
regulatious in re residence areas.

In reply to Elr MaciCcll-ar, Mr Bas- 
tings .sai-d be would fiirni-s’i the opinion, for 
luiblio information, given by Mr Bavt.ou and 
other la'.vyors in re tho power p;n-.s.sscd iiy 
the Govoi-ument to cancel jiastoral leases when 
land was required for otlier pnrjiosc.s. Mr 
Turnbull saiil the opinion of the Attorivn-- 
I Gouoral would be furnished if desired. The 
I same gentieman further said that tho land at 
the Hawea for selection on tho deferred pa-i’- 
ment syst,e;n, would be set apart before tlie 
end of tha pres-mt month. He further s-iid 
that great ohje-.-tions were made to partie.s 
taking up suiaii areas on runs far sottlenioiit.

In the matter of an extension of the Quartz I, 
Reef Point road, Elr Bastings ivould g-ive no | 
positively favourable answer.

The question of the establishment of an 
assay office was then spoken of, but as the 
hour was getting late, it w<as not gone fiiliy 
into. The genoral nndorstanding wai that 
tho Government, if it could ho done, would 
favourably consider tho matter.

’ He (Mr Turnbull) had not before had the 
pleasure of seeing so much of the country as 
lie had within the last few days ; indeed, he 
had never before been more than fifty miles 
out of Dunedin since he came to the Pro- 
vince ; and lie was decidedly of the same 
opinion with regard to the future prospects • 
of Croinwoll. — (Hear, hear.) He was quite 
sure also that his Honor would make particu-, 
lav inquiries as to what his friend Mr Grant 
had to say on tho commonage question — 
(laughter) — and that he would pay a little 
more attention to the subject than ever be- 
fore. Mr Turnbull then went on to say that • 
he had learned a good deal during his present- 
trip. He had been able to realise for himself, 
what a tremendous amount of countiy was in 
some cases in the hands of one man. Run,’ 
tliis or that looked a small thing on the map,^ 
hut when one came to see with his own ejyes 
th.it it meant twenty miles on one side of a 
river, and twenty miles on the other,- if ' was 
possible to understand that it might not lie 
altogether a good thing for the country. At 
any r.ato, his views were a good deal altered, 
and ho would be prepared to make more siii- 
ti'.blo provision for the settlement of popula- ' 
tion throughout the country than liad hitherto ’ 
heel! done. — (Hear, he.ar, and applause.) His ' 
own interests, he might say, lay entirely in 
seeing a large population in the country. ■ 
Elr 'riinibull then complimented the town on 
tho “model” Ooiqioratioii whicli it possessed. • 
He judged it to be a model from the manner 
in which he had that day seen them conduct- 
ing their business. Mr Turnbull sat down 
amidst great a]iplause. 

The Chairnuii next proposed the toast,

Ell- Bastings, in a short but effectiv 9 speech, 
responded.

The speaker 
t'le.a clinrtly referred to the policy which had ’ 
lieen pursued by tho present Government 
with regard to the uivcoiv.itr 3 ' places, and 
challenged any one to give an oxr.mple of 
any picvious Executive which had dealt so 
lib-er,a!i'/ witli them as the present one had. 
till aiwaj's had been Under the i-iiiprossioq . 
that Crouiwetl was the most importaiit min- 
ing centre in the Northern Goid-lichls, and 
its impcrtaiice now was nothing to wliat it 
ivould i-et reach, — an opinion wnicli was 
g, linin'' ground among people well able to 
jorin a:i 'ipinion on the subject. Ihtthing lie 
had yot seen give him occasion to alter liis 
views on the matter. He concluded by 
tliaiiking ll.o Goinpany for the honour which 
they liad doae his colleague and liiniself, in 
first of all inviting them to this feast, and 
afterwards treating tiiom so kindly. Ci-om- 
well was cort iinly in his experience the most 
liospiuible place in tho Province.— (Hear, 
lie-ir, and applause.) 

Elr TiimbiiU then proposed “The M.aj'or 
and Coi-povation of Cromwell,” which was 
wcli received, and to which Messrs Dawkins 
and Grant briefly responded. 

ETr B.ialings then proposed the toast of the 
“ B-epresent-divo of tiie District.” Ho said 
ho pnnein’ocred th.o time when the Cromwell 
jieople used t.i send to him to get their 
requests pr'jfcrrcd to tho Government, — a 
duty ivhicii lie hoped they would all admit 
lie had alwav-s oecii willing to perform. Since 
tho oicctiim of tiieir present member, how- 
ever, tli-it duty had been taken oft' liis shoul- 
ders. If anytliing was wanted for the dis- 
trict, ami any b-igging liad to be done, their 
iiituiib'er was up to the mark in tli.at respect, 
tlioy ‘must admit.

— Mr ElaoKellar briefly responded 
to the toast. 

Tlic Chairman then said, as the liour was 
getting late, (it was now nearly twelve,) lie 
would proi'osa only one more toast, viz., the 
“ Host and Ho.vtess.” The acclamation with 
which the toast was received was sufficient 
evidence that Eir Starkey liad done his duty

The Tokomairiro School Inquiry, 

( Evening Slar.) 

The substance of the report of Mr Mait- 
land, R.M. , concerning the groundless charge 
preferred by the Rev. Father Coleman 
against the schoolmaster of Tokomairiro 
^f ponishing Michael Curran for not 
lattending Bible reading and prayers, was 
published by us some time ago. We have 
no wish to be severe upen any m.an, be 
die layman or priest, who commits a mistake 
in the fulfilment of what he conceives to be 
ibis duty ; but we hold that when on most 
conclusive evidence the error is exposed, 
•every reparation that can be made is due to 
■those affected by it. In this instance the at- 
tack was not intended to be upon the school- 
masters at Tokomairiro. They were only 
■the cat's-paws. Had'tliey alone been con- 
cerned the matter would never have been 
beard of. That was not the object of the 
•complaint. Wesball, nodoubt, layourselves 
■open to condemnation by a section of the 
■community for freely expressing our opinion 
■on the matter, but justice requires tliat it 
'should be explicitly stated ; the charge w.as 
'made against the school teachers, and their 
reputation ■was attacked, in order to estab- 
lish a case against the educational system of 
■*he Province, ' It was sought to bring this 
instance forward as evidence tliat a Large 
minority of the population were subjected to 
"inj ustice ; that their religion was despised, 
:and their children’s faith tampered with. 
We are not advocates for tlio day school 
■being made a seminary of religion— in fact, 
■we look upon it that, if it be perverted to 
fthat purpose, the problem to be solved is 
bow little reiigio'us instruction is sufficient to 
satisfy the conscience of the dominant church : 
pot how much can be given. We even go 
' Tiirther and affirm that tlie half hour devoted 
4o a worse tlian useless reading of the Bible 
—a book dealing with subjects, the exposi- 
tion of which requires years of preparatory 
study -on tiie part of highly-educated men^ — 
is so much abstracted from the time for learn- 
ing of those children whose religion will not 
admit- of their attending that service. We 
»re not, therefore, advocating tlie continu- 
:anoe of a system which we believe to be per- 
nicious, because -of its being the flim.sieat 
possible substitute for what religious instruc- 
tion ought to be. In the highest interests of 
humanity we consider it ought to be abolished, 
for it is jnat one slight remove from children 
not being taught anything whatever of reli- 
gion ■; assuming they receive no other train- 
ing than that. But that does not justify 
such a course of proceeding as was adopted 
by Father Goleman. The whole affair is a 
singnbar illustration of the passing innocence 
•of the clerical mind. ..... Fortu- 
nately the lay mind is more suspicious than 
the clerical ; and when the Inspector of 
Schools was informed .about it, he very n.atu- 
rally did what Father Coleman did not do— 
he instituted inquiry, and the result is now 
before the world. So far as the school 
system of Otago is concerned, there is not 
3 shadow of foundation for supposing, from 
this circumstance, tliat the schoolmasters 
have, directly or indirectly, interfered with 
the religions faith of a child, against the 
•wish of its parents : and in honour the Rev. 
Father Coleman is bound to proclaim that 
fact to the world. The organ of the Roman 
Catholic Church, published in Dunedin, has 
not treated the matter fairly. In an article 
published a short time since, the writer put 
forward 1 series of hyi>otheses, tending to 
lead to diubts as to the result of tlie investi- 
gation ; and as the ehaige has been thus 
inferentially repeated, it is duo to the teachers 
falsely actused, tlie school systein of the 
Province, and the clerical reputation of tlie 
Reverend r.ather, that he sboiild do what 
one man wo-jld require of another — acknow- 
ledge he was deceived as to the facts, and 
hasty m his con^clusioii. 



Abolishment of Debt. 

When Mr T. B. Gillies stated that he was 
prepared to “abolish debt,” he did so with 
a purpose ; and there can bo no doubt the 
day , is coming that will see his idea, in that 
respect, carried into practice. Tlie abolition 
of imprisonment for debt is the first step to 
that end. rlis Bill was rejected last session ; 
but next year, in all probability, will see im- ' 
prisonment for debt abolished by statute in 
Nevv iiealand. At present, tlie law treats 
debt as a crime, punishable with imprison- 
ment. But as it is impo3.sible to carry on 
any kind of business without credit, so is it 
impossible to get rid of debt. Imprisonment 
for debt is a relic of a barbarous age, which 
did not scruple to treat tlie debtor as a person 
■who had no civil riglits unless be could satisfy 
his creditor ; but it is opposed to the humane 
spirit of this age, and should therefore be 
abolished. 

Mr Gillies, however, goes very much fur- 
ther, in his sweeping proposal to “ abolish 
debt,” than simply to repeal the punitive 
enactments against debtois. His scheme of 
law reform would involve the abolition of 
civil process as well, -which would have the 
effect of reducing the credit system to the 
simple foundation of personal character and 
solvency. As we understand the proposition, 
it is as follows : — That A, in trusting B with 
liis property, of whatever kind, does it at his 
own risk, and with the hope of making a 
profit out of B. Should B meet his engage- 
ments, A pockets the profit, and the public, 
C, hear nothing of the matter ; but should B 
make default, A goes to 0, and demands that 
C, who is no party to tlie transaction, should 
pay the cost of coercing B to keep faith with 
A. This, Mr Gillies holds to be unjust to 
the public, who have no interest, direct or 
indirect, in the bargaining nt A and B, but 
■who are heavily taxed to maintain Courts of 
law to adjust their disputes. And we, for 
I our own part, fail to see any reply, good or 
bad, to the objection ; — an objection, be it 
remembered, all the more remarkable, com' 
ing from a barrister who Is second to none in 
the colony hi his knowledge of commercial 
law. Why should the colony be taxed to 
maintain Courts of law to settle the disputes 
of individuals '] Why should colonists be 
dragged from their private pursuits. to sit on 
juries, .and give .clays and weeks of valuable 
time to the adjustment of private accounts, 
with which neither they nor the public are 
concerned 1 There is really no reason wliy 
such things should be, beyond the wholly 
insufficient one that the Government assumes 
functions, in respect of property, which do 
not properly belong to it. If, however, civil 
process were abolished, transactions between 
individuals would be conducted with much 
more care and prudence than they now are. 
There would be an end of reckless trading. 
Indiscriminate credit would not be the rule 
of business as now, relying upon the chapter 
of accidents, and the help of the Courts, t<i 
bring matters square in the end. On the 
contrary, good business habits, high moral 
character, and admitted integrity would in 
every case be recognised there would not 
be an end of the credit system, but there 
would be a commenoonienl of a discriminat- 
ing system of credit, and the result would 
be— fewer trade los.ses, a higher commercial 
tone, and more solid progress than is possible 
under a system which handicaps integrity, 
taxes the public to make tilings pleasant for 
rogues . — G itardian. 



An Amazonian. 

A very reasonable plea for wearing men’; 
attire was given by a woman named Johanna 
Johnson, who was charged with the “ offence” 
recently at the Heatlicole Police Coni-t. 
Victoria. From the evidence adduced it 
appeared that Miss Johnson had remained 
iis a female in the hired service of Mr Craven, 
storekeeper, Heathcote, for about fivemonllis, 
during which time her conduct was all tliat 
could be desired, she having proved herself 
both steady and hard-working. She, how- 
ever, being aware that tli e rate of wages for 
labouring men is higher than that for female 
servants, and considering herself competent 
to perforin the work of tlie sterner sex, dis- 
carded her female attire and donned the 
pants, ite., of the male. Tlien slightly alter- 
ing her name from Johanna to Joseph John- 
son, hired herself out as a lahoiiring man to 
Mr J. Duff, farmer, Mia-Mia, where slie 
worked for five weeks, proving herself both a 
willing and a smart hand. When arrested 
she was in the act of putting up chock and 
log fencing. There being no proof that the 
male attire was aasiimed for anything but a 
good motive, Jolianiia was discharged, female 
costniiio having first been prooiived for her. 
She pleaded hard to he permitted to wear the 
male attire, stating that she liad been always 
accustomed to do so when a young girl, and 
in her own coanti-y, Germany, she had fought 
as a nian iu tlie army, and nmle attire suited 
her better than female, and that she wished 
to earn enongli money as soon as possible to 
take her back to her own coimti-y. Miss 
Johnson, who is an exceptionally powerful 
ami muscular woman, and appeared much 
more ,at liome and hotter suited in male ens- 
tiime, was informed that the laws of tlie 
ciiiintry would not permit her to we,'ir any 
other tli.an the attire of her own sex, .and in 
such she was sent from the Court to cam lier 
livelihood. 



Improved Rock Drill. 

The perfection of mechanical appliances to 
siih.stitute liand-laboiii' iu tlie tedious and 
costly process bf rock-boring has of late years 
occupied the attention of many able ongineei-B, 
and a largo variety of macliinos, more or less 
meritorious and sitccessfu!, have been con- 
structed and employed; The best known of 
this class- tlicse designed and ciiiidoycd by 
Sommeillior in the coiisti-nction of the Mont 
Cenis tunnel— were described and illustrated 
by us on a recent occasion. But although 
the Sonimeillier drill letleets great credit on 
its designer, and altbough it performed in- 
valuable work, it was complicated in its de- 
tails, costly in. its repairs, and, compared to 
move recent apparatus for performing tlie 
same work, was imperfect iu its action. As- 
sociated witli the iiaino of its designer, and 
the great undertaking carried tlivoiigli by its 
assistance, the Soniineilliur ruck-boring ma- 
oliiiio will be remembered with interest, 
rather than reproduced in practice, and it 
has already given place to others simpler in 
design, more rapid in action, aud less expen- 
sive to maintain. 

One of these, which has done good service 
iu America upon the works of the Hoosaci 
Tunnel, and which li.as since been brought 
into this country, is the Burleigh drill ; but 
more lately a macliinc has been introduced 
which, by the simplicity of its details, and 
its rapidity in regular working, appeal’s to 
surpass all that has yet been done in this 
direction. This is the M‘Kean rock drill, 
which we illustrate this week, and shall pro- 
ceed to describe. It is right to premise that 
the form of drill which is now being manu- 
factured li.as been developed after a long ex- 
perience, extending over several years, and 
has gradually been perfected fruiii a . large 
number of experiments. So long ago as 
18GG, Mr M'Keau turned liis attention to the 
introduction of the Haupt boring iiiacbine to 
this eoimtry. This drill lias been used to a 
considerable extent in America, especially 
upon the Hoosac Tunnel ; but it tell far short 
of the neoessai’y reijiiirements, .and, abaiukm- 
ing tliis arrangeiueut, the inventor has suc- 
ceeded in constructing a machine which, wo 
think, will supei-sede any of the same class 
which has yet been introduced. 

The great advantages possessed by the 
M'Keim drill are, that it consists of but few 
parts, all of which are well designed for com- 
pactness and strength ; tliatiteaii he adjusted 
to any required position, so that holes can be 
drilled at any angle, the iiiiicliine working 
with equal facility in every direction ; that 
its moving parts arc only two, the piston and 
the pistpn rods witli the cutter bar, and the 
valve ; that it is adapted to deliver from 600 
to 1000 blows per minute, while the stroke of 
the piston aiul fall of the cutter bar is only 
2-lin. or 3in. ; that it is iiuinipnlated ivith 
the greatest ease, .and that it is inexpensive. 
Moreover, as there is no shock wliatever upon 
aiiypartof the maoliiiie except tlieeiittcr bar 
and piston, wliieli is enshioned Ijy the steam 
or .air in the cylinder, the wear is reduced to 
a miniimini. 

A minute description of the rock drill is 
then given, accomjunicd by drawings, and 
the description contiimes ; — 

In the foregoing descrqitinn of the M'Kcan 
drill wo have alluded to it as being driven by 
steam ; this would, of course, be the ease in 
all open work, and oven iu short headings, 
but compressed air would be required for 
tinmcl work. In conclusion, we iiiaj' add a 
few words upon tlio regular perform'anoe of 
the machines, one of wliicli may be seen 
daily in ojisration at 42, Borongli-road. Tli is 
machine is of the sixo ordinarily used for 
quarry work or open cutting, weighing abniil 
loOllis., with a single drill imumted on a 
frame. A smallor, and for many jnirposes a 
still more convenient form, is being maim- 
faetnred, wliioli can lie liamlled by one man. 
With a steam pressure of 751hs. to the incli, 
it will drill, as a maxi mu lu, a 2] iu. liolo to a 
depth of 12in, pci minute in Aberdeen 
granite ; but the average duty may be esti- 
mated at from Giii. to fiiii. per minute, and 
the number of strokes from 500 to 1000. It 
is true some other macliinos have sliowii as 
liigh a duty a-s this, but nunc have liitlierto 
been broiigdit out wliicli so completely fulfil 
.all tlie varied requirements of a rock drill. — 
The Ewjinecrimj.

Cliinese Warfare. 

The Times has a curiously powerful article 
on the fate of the Paiitliay kingdom, in Wes- 
tern China. The Sultan’s capital, Talifoo, 
was a city strongly fortified, and sniTOunded 
at a distance of thirty miles by another line 
of forts, the vacant space within bein.g em- 
ployed to grow prn visions. The Chinese, 
with their reorganised army of 200,000 men, 
who are ]iartly armed, we b'jiicve, with rifles, 
bniightan entrance into the inner ring, .and 
reduced the central city by faiiune. The 
Snltaii, Soleiman, after poisoning his wives, 
aud, it is s;iid, his cliildren — but tlii.s mnst 
meiiii female cliildren only — oiTeveil to siir 
render himself, and was carried in ids stately 
lialanqiiin a coi'psc to tlie Chinese General's 
tent. The ];vtter, however, quite immovcd, 
ordered the sliinglitcr rif the whole pi^mla- 
jtion, men, women, and cliildren, who, to the 
number of 60,000, were ;it onc'j put to death. 
Colossal crimes of this kind usually bring 
their own rotribulion, and we slionld not 
wonder if Hiis did, their complete success 
tempting the ruling Chinese to a similar 
massacre of all the barhariaii strangers in 
their ports. If it does, Europe will have a 
gre.at task to perform — the final termination 
of tins dynasty, followed either by the dis- 
nienibeniient of Cliina, nr tlie elevation of ,an 
Emperor with a totally different spirit. 



A professor’s wife Who occupied herself 
sometimes with assisting her liusband in 
making casts of interesting objects of geology 
and natural history (says a contemporaryj, 
also for her owfi pleasure sometimes iiiade 
dowers and fruits of wax and other materials) 
but notwithstanding that she had become 
quite a sncceasfnl expert in this line, she 
fuimd tliat almost always lier efforts were 
criticised by her friends.
